The 
Mamreovs were born in Jerusalem, of Rus- 
sian parents, who may be known to many 
Americans through lectures delivered in this 
country. Their book is in the form of a narra- 
tive, which introduces the historical characters 
that came into the life of Jesus, the Christ, in 
their private as well as public life. They speak 
and act as Orientals, and their surroundings, as 
depicted in the work, are not fictitious, but true 
to locality, history, and tradition, both arcient 
and modern, Jewish, Pagan, and Christian, 
sacred and secular. The book is not a theo- 
logical treatise, noran argument on dogma or 
doctrine, except so far as the characters give 
expression of their various creeds and beliefs 
by their actions. 


Ernst Besser, Buffalo, N. Y., has just 
brought out a very practical volume for the 
keeping of a ‘‘ Family Chronicle: genealogi- 
cal, ancestral, and other tables.” 
rightly points out that in the present age of 
steam and electricity it seldom happens that 
families are held together for a period of years, 
or that they remain long at theircommon home 
or birthplace. It seems desirable for many 
reasons that families should keep a record of 
family events wherein dates of births, mar- 
riages, deaths, and other important family oc- 
currences can be recorded. Such a history, ac- 
curately kept, aside from its family interest, 
may often turn out to be of great value in re- 
gard to legal rights, property, and inheritance. 
Mr. Besser, while making for himself a genea- 
logical tree, realized the practical! difficulties of 
the labor, and has planned his book so that 
rulings, spaces, blank leaves, forms of certifi- 
cates, etc., etc., shall be so arranged as to facil- 
itate the work for all who use his compilation. 
The paper used is of the best, and the book is 
gotten up in the shape of a neat portfolio that 
can be kept in small compass. The shape 
chosen makes it possible to fie important docu- 
ments within the covers, a very important con- 
sideration in making a trustworthy record to be 
handed down from generation to generation.

THE “‘ NET ” SYSTEM AND UNDERSELL- 
ING IN ENGLAND. 


IN a recent issue of the London 7imes 
appeared an article from a correspondent on 
** Publishers, Booksellers, and the Public,” in 
which a vigorous attack was made onthe ‘‘ net” 
system of publishing. After recounting the 
history of the unsuccessful attempt, in 1852, to 
maintain pr ces, the article sets forth the well- 
known arguments on both sides. To the pleas 
in its favor it has ‘‘ a brief but sufficient reply : 
they were urged a generation ago, anda gen- 
eration ago they were examined and rejected.” 
And it comes to the comfortable conclusion that 
‘* probably the influences which abolished this 
trade union dictation in 1852 will prevent its 
revival in 1894.” The next day Mr. Heine- 
mann, as a publisher, and Messrs. Hatchards, as 
booksellers, wrote to defend the ‘‘ net” system. 
The latter were content to urge that, by the 
** net” system, which, as Mr. Frederic Macmillan 
a day or two later pointed out, dispenses with 
‘‘ absurd system of putting up a price in order 
to knock it down again,” the public do not, in 
reality, pay more for their books than they did 
before. Mr. Heinemann pointed out that the 
new policy had been adopted because some 
booksellers were allowing even more than the 
recognized twenty-five per cent., and it was 
clear that something must be done in the 
interests alike of authors, publishers, and book- 
sellers. He looked. upon the existing situa- 
tion as ‘‘a dilemma which only a strong trade 
union, by which the conflicting interests of all 
shall be weighed, considered and, if possible, 
served, can solve.” ‘‘ For some months past,” Mr. 
Heinemann said to a reporter of the St. James’ 
Budget, ‘‘\ have published books at a stated 
met price, and I have supplied booksellers on 
the distinct condition that they are not to be 
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sold under that price. What is more, I should 
at once stop dealing with any bookseller who 
broke faith in this respect. That is my rule, 
and I believe other firms are now acting simi- 
larly.” ‘‘A Freetrader” in a _ later issue 
of the Zimes set forth the view of the con- 
sumer. Shortly after Messrs. F. & E. Stone- 
man denounced the new policy as ‘‘dis- 
astrous.” Messrs. Whittaker and Williams, of 
St. Leonard’s, as retail country booksellers, 
pleaded for ‘‘a fair living profit,” which existing 
conditions made impossible. To this plea ‘‘A 
Freetrader” replied, asking why they should 
have their ‘‘ fair living profit” secured to them 
any more than any other retailers. 

Mr. J. M. Dent considers that ‘‘ the discount 
system is built on humbug. It is wrong in 
principle and practice, and is, indeed, in my 
opinion, quite immoral.” Mr. Dent has fourd 
that ‘‘it is only job lots of non-copyright edi- 
tions which are largely sold to-day in the dis- 
count booksellers’ shops,” and that if you want 
a copyright book it has generally to be ordered. 
He says, too, that the bookseller handles books 
as the grocer handles tea and sugar. ‘‘In the 
old days,” says Mr. Dent, ‘‘a bookseller knew 
something more about the books he bought and 
sold than their outsides, and if a customer 
wished to have his advice in purchasing books, 
or his opinion of a certain work, he was able to 
give it; for the evils engendered by the dis- 
count system net prices are the only cure,” and 
Mr. Dent finds they work admirably with his own 
publications. Mr. John Lane and Mr. George 
Redway likewise believe in the ‘‘ net” system, 
Mr. Lane being also in favor of limited editions. 
‘‘T still uphold the ‘net’ system,” Mr. Lane 
said, ‘‘as against the advertising of books at a 
price from which the public expects a discount

I think it the duty of a publisher to 
gauge as nearly as he can the probable sales of 
a book, and to refrain from throwing what is 
technically known as a ‘‘remainder” on the 
market, to the prejudice both of the booksellers 
who happen to have unsold copies of the book 
‘‘remaindered” and of the people who have 
bought the book before it had been lowered in 
price.” 

On the other hand, Mr. Chapman, of Messrs. 
Chapman & Hall, thinks that “ net prices are 
only of use for certain expensive books, but not 
practicable for ordinary or every-day publica- 
tions.” He also considers that the trade dislikes 
ret prices. Mr. T. Fisher Unwin has likewise 
his doubts regarding the feasibility of the ‘‘net”

system. Generally speaking, he is personally 


in favor of it, but he saysthat publishers ‘‘ must’ 


accept the position marked out for them by their 


distributers.” 


‘‘ There are many minor matters in the dis- 
cussion which might be commented on or con- 
troverted,” says the London Bookseli-r, in a re- 
view of the situation, ‘‘ but it is hardly neces- 
sary forus to do so. The central point which 
is clearly brought out is this: that the condi- 
tions of the bookselling trade in town and 
country are so different, not to say conflicting, 
that opinion as to the merits of any paiticular 
remedy must inevitably be divided. The 
country bookseller, who often has to allow six 
or twelve months’ credit, obviously stands on a 
different footing from the large retailer in a 
populous centre; while the high-class ‘‘ west- 
end” bookseller is in aclass by himself. The 
matter, moreover, has been complicated by the 
fact that the selection of books for net prices 
has not always been judicious. At the same 
time, the partial application of the system to 
certain select classes of books, especially those 
published at a high price, or which appeal only 
to a limited class of readers, seems to be by no 
means out of the question, and it is, perhaps, as 
far as matters can advance, in this direction, at 
least, for the present ”

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THE PUBLIC DOCUMENTS BILL PASSES 
THE HOUSE. 


THE House of Representatives on the 5th 
inst., by a vote of 136 to 95, agreed to the re- 
port of the Conference Committee on the bill 
providing for the public printing and binding 
and the distribution of public documents. There 
is no reason to doubt that the report will be 
adopted by the Senate also, and the bill will 
probably soon become alaw. The evil which 
the bill is designed to overcome is the waste of 
public money which goes on year after year, in 
the indiscriminate printing, reprinting, and dis- 
tribution of public documents. Some of the 
follies committed in these directions are very 
well exposed in a special report just made by 
John G. Ames, superintendent of the Depart- 
ment of the Interior, and particularly com- 
mended to public attention by Secretary Smith 
in his annual report to the President. One is 
the useless duplication of editions of a single 
document so that it appears under several dif- 
ferent titles in as many different series, con- 
fusing the mind of the student who is trying to 
hunt down a subject, taxing the patience of li- 
brarians, and utterly bewildering the ordinary 
cataloguer, besides leading to the rejection and 
destruction of many surplus volumes after their 
duplication is discovered in a library. To take 
a singleinstance cited by Mr. Ames: Fc ur vol- 
umes on his table contain precisely the same 
matter, but bear these titles resrectively :

This practice of printing several editions 

under different serial titles, as the New York 

Evening Post puts it, ‘‘is a growth due to the 

chaotic and thoughtless fashion in which legis- 

lation concerning public printing has been 
passed ever since it became customary for 
members of Congress to tickle their constitu- 
ents with free gifts of public documents. An- 
other wasteful absurdity is the haphazard 
manner of distribution in vogue now. The 
great mass of documents are pitchforked 
hither and thither, instead of being put only 
where the best use can be made of them, and 
the greatest number of readers given access to 
them. The multiplicity of persons engaged in 
bringing them out gives members of Congress 
and the public great difficulty in finding the 

place where each is issued, and also involves a 

large outlay for the salaries of unnecessary 

functionaries. One central bureau of distri- 
bution could do the work of all the many bureaus 
now employed, and do it better, while the 

seeker for a document would be spared many a 

fruitless visit and much correspondence to no 

purpose. 

‘‘The central bureau should be placed near 
the government printing-office, but not made a 
part of it. Independence would enable each 
institution to keep a wholesome check upon the 
other, while proximity would save a great deal 
of the money now spent upon hauling the docu- 
ments hither and thither. Take a single illus- 
tration on this point. Ina single year the total 
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weight of the reports of the secretary of agri- 
culture, commissioner of education, Smithsonian 
Institution, and Geological Survey, and the 
‘Abridgment of Message and Documents,’ will 
not vary much from 1000 tons, and yet these 
comprehend but a fraction of the amount of 
printed paper and bindings which issue from 
the government printing-office in the course of 


twelve months ; a rough estimate would put the | 


average weight of the whole lot issued in one 
year at nearer 2500 tons, Or 5,000,coo pounds. 
Most of this mass, under the existing system, 
must be transported from the bindery to the 
congressional or departmental folding-rooms to 
be wrapped, thence to the post-office to be post- 
marked and sorted, and thence to the railway 
station ; all this, counting the seven separate 
handlings, being equivalent to a single hand- 
ling of 35,000,000 pounds in a year, and taking 
place before the documents can get outside of 
the boundaries of Washington city.” 

The ‘‘ printing bill’ which has been slowly 
working its way through the Fifty-third Con- 
gress provides for a new and improved system, 
to do away with the worst of the abuses under 
existing conditions. Its general features have 
been already given inthe WEEKLY. But in the 


Senate committee on printing the bill under- | 
went a number of changes at the hands of Sen- 


ator Gorman, the chairman of that committee. 
The ‘‘ joint committee on printing,” composed 
of the committees of the two houses acting 
together, is given throughout the bill the most 
astonishing powers. It passes upon every- 
thing, recommends everything, and takes upon 
itself functions which, to quote the Zvening 
Post again, ‘‘mean the most gigantic and 
wholesale command of patronage. Even the 
public printer is not permitted to make an 
appointment of any important subordinate, 
or engage quarters, or do anything else for 
which he would be held directly respon- 
sible, without the sanction of this committee. 
And finally, turning back to a very innocent- 
looking paragraph, which is slipped into the 
early part of the bill as a Senate amendment, 
we find that ‘At any time when there is no 
joint committee of the two houses of Congress’ 
—which means an interval of some nine or ten 
months at the beginning of every Congress be- 
fore the House has organized—‘ the powers 
and duties under the law devolving upon the 
joint committee on printing shall be exercised 
and performed by the committee then in exist- 
ence in either house’—that is, by the printing 
committee of the Senate, which is a continuing 
body.” 

Mr. Warner (of New York) objected to the 
bill because so much power is put into the hands 
of the printing committee, even with the con- 
cessions which the Senate has offered to make. 
It supervises contracts for supplies, and the 
bill, while giving the contractor the right to ap- 
peal from its decisions when they go against 
him, gives the government no such right. He 
objected also to the ‘‘ round-robin” arrangement 
whereby the public printer is to namea superin- 
tendent of documents, who in turn will be per- 
mitted to call upon the public printer for the 
men he needs to carry on his office. This would 
be in effect to enable the committee on printing 
to dictate to the public printer the name of the 
superintendent, andthe superintendent appoint- 
ed by their aid would naturally take their advice 
about the patronage thus placed in his hands. 








One of the amendments from which the Sen- 
ate is willing now to recede is that which practi- 
cally constitutes the Senate committee the joint 
committee pvo tem. When the house committee 


is not in existence such a concession would prac-. 


ticaily amount to nothing, for the bill does not 
carry the repeal of any specific laws now on the 
statute-books, and there is one provision already 
there which, under the circumstances, would 
assure the same thing. This would mean, the 
Evening Post claims, that as ‘‘ the new law 
would not get into full operation before the 4th 
of March, after that date the entire ‘ joint com- 
mittee on printing’ will consist of Senator Gor- 
man alone. The House committee will cease 
to exist with the death of the House. The 
Senate committee consists of Messrs. Gorman, 
Ransom,and Manderson. Thetermsof Messis, 
Ransom and Manderson expire with the 4th of 
March, leaving Mr. Gorman as the sole survivor 
of the sextette who now form the joint com- 
mittee, and his control over patronage and con- 
tracts will be not only supreme, but sole.” 

The American Library Association has taken 
a lively interest in this legislation, and at its 
last annual meeting (in September of this year) 
it adopted the following resolution: 


Resolved, That the American Library Association 
hereby expresses grateful appreciation of the considera- 
tion given by the Committee on Printing of the Senate 
and House to requests for more favorable legislation in 
the matter of distributing public documents to the libra- 
ries of the country, as shown by the incorporation in the 
printing bill (H. R. 2,650) now pending in Congress of a 
provision for supplying depositories of public documents 
with many publications not hitherto furnished them, 
and for indexing and cataloguing documents hereafter 
to be issued; which bill the association most earnestly 
hopes may become a law. 


It is estimated that a yearly saving of several 
hundred thousand dollars will result from the 
enactment of the law, and it appears certain 
that many abuses which now prevail will be 
destroyed or greatly curtailed in extent. 





THE PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE ON SEC- 
OND-CLASS MAIL MATTER. 


IN his message to Congress, President Cleve- 
land takes notice of the important feature of the 
postmaster-general’s report, and says: 

‘‘ The postmaster-general states that this de- 
ficiency is unnecessary, and might be obviated 
at once if the law regulating rates upon mail 
matter of the second class was modified. 

‘‘The rate received for the transmission of 
this second-class matter is 1 cent per pound, 
while the cost of such transmission to the gov- 
ernment is eight times that amount. In the 
general terms of the law, this rate covers 
newspapers and periodicals. 

‘‘The extensions of the meaning of these 
terms from time to time have admitted to the 
privileges intended for legitimate newspapers 
and periodicals a surprising range of publica- 
tions, and created abuses, the cost of which 
amount in the aggregate to the total deficiency 
of the post-office department. : 

‘* Pretended newspapers are started by busi- 
ness houses for the mere purpose of advertising 
goods, complying with the law in form only, 
and discontinuing the publications as soon aS 
the period of advertising is over. ‘Sample 
copies’ of pretended newspapers are issued in 
great number for a like purpose only. 

‘‘The result is a great loss of revenue to the 
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Government, besides its humiliating use as an 
agency to aid in carrying out the scheme of a 
business house to advertise its goods by means 
of atrick upon both its rival houses and the 
regular and legitimate uewspapers. — 

“ Paper-covered literature, consisting mainly 
of trashy novels, to the extent of many thou- 
sands of tons, is sent through the mails at I 
cent per pound, while the publishers of stand- 
ard works are required to pay eight times that 
amount in sending their publications. 

‘‘ Another abuse consists in the free carriage 
through the mails of hundreds of tons of seed 
and grain uselessly distributed through the De- 
partment of Agriculture. The postmaster-gen- 
eral predicts that if the law be so amended as 
to eradicate these abuses, not only will the 
Post-Office Department show no deficiency, but 
he believes that in the near future all legitimate 
newspapers and periodical magazines might be 
properly transmitted through the mails to their 
subscribers free of cost. 

‘‘] invite your prompt consideration of this 
subject, and fully indorse the views of the post- 
master-general.”

END OF THE WORTHINGTON 
LITIGATION, 


THE end has finally been reached, from pres- 
ent appearances, in the involved litigation over 
the affairs of the R. Worthington Company. 

On the Ist inst. Justice Truax of the Supreme 
Court signed an order authorizing the receiver 
of the company, Joseph J. Little, to collect all 
the outstanding insurance on the life of the late 
Richard Worthington and to pay to the widow, 
Margaret Worthington, 374 per cent. of all 
moneys so collected. In consideration of this 
the receiver of the company is to discontinue 
all suits and discharge all judgments now out- 
Standing against Richard Worthington, Mar- 
garet Worthington, and Elizabeth Sproule. 
Margaret Worthington, on her part, is also to 
discontinue all contested actions and adjust and 
compromise conflicting claims, 

The petition of the receiver sets forth that, 
on his appointment, he discovered that Richard 
Worthington, who was at one time secretary, 
treasurer, and general manager of the com- 
pany, had in force policies of insurance on his 
life, in the Mutual Life, Mutual Reserve Fund 
Life, the tna Life, and the Union Central 
Life Insurance Companies, aggregating $40,000. 
He discovered that the larger part of the pre- 
miums on these policies had been paid out of 
the funds of the Worthington Company, and at 
once took steps to have these policies, which 
were made payable to the widow, made a part 
of the company’s assets for the benefit of all 
the creditors. 

The receiver further states that Richard and 
Margaret Worthington and Elizabeth Sproule 
had also appropriated funds of the defunct com- 
pany. On October 7 last, Worthington died, 
and actions brought by the widow and Elizabeth 
Sproule against the receiver were dismissed, 
and the latter received judgments for $910.25 
against Mrs. Worthington and for $149.05 
against Elizabeth Sproule. Under the order 
these two judgments are to be cancelled. The 
receiver is also empowered to bring suits against 
ee companies, if it is found neces- 


The creditors of .Worthington Company are 


fortunate in having a business man to wind up 
its affairs. It is seldom that any important 
dividends are paid out of the assets of a corpor- 
ation where there are so many complications as 
there were in this instance. 

The receiver has already paid one dividend of 
thirty per cent., and hopes that he may pay 
another substantial dividend from the results of 
this compromise with Mrs. Worthington 





TWO IMPORTANT BOOK SALES. 
THE LIVERMORE LIBRARY. 


THE successful conclusion of the auction of 
the late Mr. George Livermore’s books (Novem- 
ber 20 to 23) marks, as marked the Brinley sale, 
an epoch in bookselling. New standards of 
values have been fixed, and the oft-reiterated 
statement that really rare and interesting books 
are increasing in value has been emphatically 
proven. New York City has also proven itself 
the book-centre of the United States, as buyers 
from it took all the more valuable lots. Among 
the New Yorkers present were Messrs. J. Sabin, 
J. O Wright, F. P. Harper, Wilberforce Eames 
(Lenox Library), Fred Morris (D. G. Francis), 
A. J. Bowden (Bowden & Smith), and others.. 
The local talent, including Mr. Chase of 
Bartlett & Co., and Mr. Littlefield (who by his 
books should be a lineal descendant of Mr. 
Pickwick, inheriting, also, a good deal of that 
celebrated gentleman’s pleasant manners), Mr. 
Lichtenstein, etc., was well: represented. 
Among the more valuable items disposed of 
were the following : 

‘‘Abbrevimentum Statutorum,” Pynson, 1499, 
$35 (Wright) ; ‘‘ The Schole-Master,” by 
Roger Ascham, 1570, $27.50 (Lenox Library) ; 
‘‘ Biblia Sacra Latina,’ Basle, 1470, $60 
(Bowden); Coverdale’s Bible, 1535, a better 
copy than is usually found, $800 (Sabin) ; 
Philip Melancthon’s Bible, with his [supposed } 
MS. notes, $460, sold to private buyer ; the first 
King James Bible of 1611, a very handsome 
copy, $140 (Wright). When ‘‘ The Soldier's 
Pocket Bible,” 1643, was put up, there was a 
hum of excitement in the room, which quickly 
subsided into a dead silence. The bidding was. 
confined to Messrs. Sabin, Eames, and Wright. 
The book was sold in short order to the latter,. 
whose bids of $100 and over at a time brought. 
it to $1000, at which sumit was knocked down. 
A reprint on vellum, one of the copies made 
by Mr. Livermore for private distribution, sold 
for $19. The Eliot Indian Bible, having the 
English title in fac-simile, and far from a nice 
copy, sold for $900 (Littlefield), The Ives’ copy 
brought $1650, it is true, but that was abso- 
lutely perfect, and in brilliant condition. The 
Indian Testament was also dear at $310, lack- 
ing, as it did, the English title and dedication, 
besides having the famous lozenge-shaped orna- 
ment inlaid on the Indian title—probably in fac— 
simile. However, the body of the book was in 
very fine condition. A ‘‘ Bay Psalm Book,” a 
mere fragment, was bid up to $425, and sold to 
an order placed with the auctioneers, The New 
Testament of Fust and Schoiffher, 1462, last leaf 
in fac-simile, $52,; New Testament. Gaulker, 
1550, $12, a bargain, we should say, at the 
price. The only vellum printed copy of the 
“‘ Bay Psalm Book,” which Mr. Livermore had. 
made for his personal use, sold for $76 only ;. 
an India paper copy of the same (one of five), 
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$42, and one of the fifty regular issue at 
$27, all low prices. ‘* Massachussee Psalter,” 
1709, a fine, clean and perfect copy, $201. The 
last previous sale of a copy was Barlow’s, at 
$175. Barton’s ‘‘ Book Hunter,” first edition, 
large paper, fetched $12. Dibdin’s ‘‘ Biblio- 
theca Spenceriana,” five volumes, morocco, 
$80. The buyer was offered $100 for it at 
the conclusion of the sale. The ‘* Bibliographi- 
cal Decameron,” three volumes, $87 (Griffin). 
Others of Dibdin’s works brought fair prices, 
all being in fine condition. Little, Brown's 
British Poets, 130 volumes, $169 ; Calet’s 
‘* More Wonders of the Invisible World,’’ Lon- 
don, 1700, fine copy, $120; ‘‘ Cambridge Plat- 
forme,” 1671, $77. The Brinley copy fetched 
$70. The ‘‘ Catholicon,” of Balbus, printed by 
Gutenberg, [?] Mentz, 1460, was a made-up 
copy, the first 53 leaves being replaced from a 
later edition, and also lacked the last leaf. It 
sold for $225. Brayton Ives’ fine uncut copy of 
the same book sold for $1700. Two genuine 
leaves only from Caxton’s ‘‘ Recuyell of the 
Historyes of Troye ” brought the somewhat as- 
tounding figure of $130. The 1602 Chaucer 
would have been cheap at $11, but it lacked 
the portrait. Among the other prices were 
$126 for a copy of Latimer’s ‘‘ Sermons,” 
printed by John Day, 1571 ; $400 for a unique 
copy of John Cotton’s ‘Spiritual Milk for 
Boston Babes,” 1656, and $825 for a so-called 
unique copy of the ‘‘ Indian Primer” of 1747. 
The Lenox Library owns an imperfect copy, and 
it is pretty safe to say the advertisement of the 
price paid, in allthe New England papers, will 
soon bring forth another copy. The resurrec- 
tion of another ‘‘ Tamerlane ”’ is a good instance 
of this. 

Mr. J. O. Wright made the interesting state- 
ment that Mr. Robert Hoe is having his splen- 
did library catalogued, and that the catalogue is 
to be made upon a scale commensurate with 
the books it describes. He estimates its cost as 
about $25,000. 


CHARLES B. FOOTE’S FIRST EDITION OF 
AMERICAN AUTHORS. 


IN spite of the fact that most of the books 
offered by Messrs. Bangs & Co. (November 23) 
from the Foote Library had been rebound, they 
brought liberal prices. The collection of first 


editions cannot bear to have the original covers 
taken from the books and a new jacket—how- 
ever fine and costly—put onthem. After all, 
there is reason in this. If you want a book 
in the form it was originally published, as 
the people of its day and as the author saw 


it, you must of necessity preserve the original 
covers. This opens upa problem. The origi- 
nal covers of most first editions—English or 
American—are not things of beauty, and sofar 
from being a joy forever, have a somewhat re- 
pellent aspect when viewed as a body. How 
‘then to render them presentable in a library and 
yet preserve their special characteristics? No- 
body wants long rows of dingy old brown or 
buff volumes, making his otherwise handsome 
library look like a junk-shop. We, somewhat 
timidly (first-edition collectors are kittle-cattle, 
and apt to sneer and show impatience at any 
Philistine’s suggestions), beg to offer the follow- 
ing way out of the difficulty, and that is to have 
a handsome morocco or half morocco sliding 
<ase made to fit each book. The back made to 


ee 
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represent a volume, the title and date being 
lettered thereon precisely as in the case of a 
bound book. This would not only preserve the 
condition and add tothe beauty of each book, 
but cost no more than binding. Perhaps this 
hint may be followed. 

The following are a few of the prices ob- 
tained (space forbidding a fuller report). It must 
not be forgotten the prices often include auto- 
graph letters inserted in the books:

REPRESENTATIVE WORK OF THE 
WORLD’S GREATEST ENGRAVERS. 


THE late John Huneker, of Phi!adelphia, col- 
lected prints with a purpose and upona definite 
plan. The result of his intelligent quest for 
representative plates of the world’s greatest en- 
gravers is to be seen in the collection that is 
now on exhibition at the Fifth Avenue Art 
Galleries, New York, which is to be sold 
at auction on the roth, 11th, 12th, and 13th 
inst. Itis likely that speculators and collect- 
ors wil! find some items of unusual value in 
the portfolios to be dispersed at that time. 

The catalogue contains nearly 1800 numbers, 
which represent in the aggregate more than 
2000 separate prints. Many of the specimers 
are very fine examples of the masters of line- 
engraving, nearly all of whom are represented 
in the collection. 

There are specimens of the earliest engravers 
sufficient to preserve the historical completeness 
of the whole, but it was to the acknowledged 
masters that Mr. Huneker devoted his energies 
as acollector and of such engravers as Barto- 
lozzi, Bolswert, Dreyot, Eddinck, Le Bas, Ra- 
phael, Morghen, Earlom, De Boisseau, Schmidt, 
Sharp, Sir R. Strange, Vivares, the Visschers, 
Woollett, and Wille, Mr. Huneker had not only 
good examples, but really representative col- 
lections. There are many engravings, too, 
after Turner, Wilkie, Rembrandt, and other 
masters. ' 

The strength of the collection is in the line- 
engravings, but there is a small and select 
number of mezzotints by Earlour, V. Green, 
Turner, Ward, and others, and painter-engraver 
works by Boissieu, Claude, Cort, Dulardin, 
Diirer, Goltzins, Guido Reni, Ostade, Padesta, 
Rembrandt, Ruysdael, Teniers, Van de Velde, 
Waterloo, and Gainsborough. 

Among the modern etchers represented are 
Appian, Debaines, Seymour, Hayden, Jacque, 
Angelica Kaufman, Landseer, Mercier, Rajon, 
and Reinhart. 
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A PHOTOGRAPHIC EXHIBITION. 


An exhibition of photo-mechanical prints 
and printing processes is being held at the 
rooms of the Society of Amateur Photogra- 
phers of New York, No. 111 West Thirty- 
eighth Street, which will remain open until the 
isthinst. Besides a large collection of foreign 
work collected by the European agent of the 
society, all the leading photo-mechanical print- 
ers of this country exhibit specimens of their 
work. A feature of the exhibition is the large 
display of prints in colors, a process which is 
now engaging the attention of many photo- 
mechanical printers. During the exhibition, 
lectures and demonstrations are given by 
Prof. Chandler of the Columbia College, 
Fred E. Ives of Philadelphia, Mr. Koehler of 
the Smithsonian Institution, Ernest Edwards, 
Walter E. Woodbury, and others. A catalogue 
illustrated with photogravures and color prints 
will be issued. The admission is open to the 
public without charge. 





OBITUARY NOTES. 


EDWARD GOODENOUGH, publisher and book- 
seller, died on the 3d inst. at his home, 138 Mc- 
Donough Street, Brooklyn, N.Y. He waseighty- 
three years old, and was one of the oldest book- 
sellers in New York, having begun his appren- 
ticeship with the Methodist Book Concern in 
1823. He served with it until 1830, when he was 
placed in charge of the branch of the Methodist 
Book Concern, then in Vesey Street. He ulti- 
mately bought out the business, removing it to 
122 Nassau Street in 1850, The business was 
continued in his own name until 1880, when Mr. 
Woglom became a partner. The firm continued 
until 1888 when it was incorporated, Mr. Good- 
enough becoming treasurer. He was quite 
active in business until 1889. In fact, he came 
to business every day until last October, when 
his health became so‘poor that he was confined 
to his home. Although identified with the firm 
of the Goodenough & Woglom Co., Mr. Good- 
enough had no financial interest, and took no 
active part, in it since its reorganization in 1888 

EDOUARD THIERRY, a well-known man of 


letters, administrator of the Comédie Frangais, 
and one of the librarians of the Bibliotheque de 


l’Arsenal, died in Paris on the 3d inst., aged 
eighty-one.

To young venturers into the field of 
books, who wish to seek in this way a market 
for their first literary efforts, it would be advisa- 
ble to first look well into any prize-offering con- 
cern before forwarding their manuscripts and 
money.
